Results of Revival 

We might ask if a God-sent 
Revival is visionary, fanatic 
and impractical? After long 
years of study” of spiritual 
movements and. periods of 
Awakening, I have found that 
the greatest achievements, the 
most powerful Christians and 
the most lasting conquests | 
have come out of these times 
of God’s visitation. A new faith 
in the power of God is brought 
to pass that inspires’ men for 
generations. History would be 
poor and preaching would lose 
much that enriches without the 
story of divine visitations. Let 
us examine the results of a 
few revival periods: 

The Reformation at the time 
of Luther started a Spiritual 
revolution in Europe. The Mo- 
ravian revival “freed religion: 
to a great extent from the black 
night of formalism and deliy- 
ered man from a Christianity 
“of pious but empty. forms.” 
The Awakening in Scotland un- 
der Knox, saved the country 
for evangelical Christianity 
and produced a generation of 
great and noble Christians.

As far back as we can trace, 
God has been accustomed to 


calling specific persons to be 
His spokesmen to the people. 
This principle of a God-called 
| Ministry leading the people of 
God in the ways of God, is 
one of the fundamentals of the 
Christian Faith. 

This does not, in any respect, 
detract from the priesthood of 
every believer, with the right 
of direct access to the throne 

| of grace; nor does it lessen the 
| effectiveness of the democracy, 
| in which. we take such, pride. 

This does not mean that a 


' pastor is a sort of ‘Sacred 


' Cow”, who never makes a 
' mistake, and who must. be 
blindly worshipped. But never 
is one person (or one small 
group) chosen of God to put a 
pastor in his place by constant- 
ly harassing him and turring 
the community against him! 

It is simply a fact, that God 
has placed the pastor in the 
leadership position in: our 
churches. He is chosen of God, 
ordained of God, to be the 
under-shepherd. He is the high- 
est, officer of the church. We 
believe. that every church 
should listen for the voice of 
God in the selection of a pas- 
tor, and it should pray for the 
direction of God upon _ his 
Ministry. 

Pastor Needs Respect 

When there is proper respect 
for the office which he holds, 
the pastor is enabled to give 
his best service. When his 
ministerial calling is treated 
with annoyance and contempt, 
the pastor loses effectiveness, 
and the church loses power.

FAITH 


The vital place of faith in 
the Christian experience is 
seen in the fact that it appears 
(verb and noun). in the New 
Testament four hundred and 
ninety-two times. It involves 
an intellectual assent to the 


facts of the atoning work of 


Christ. But it involves more — 
an act of the will . 

The root verb for ‘‘faith may 
be translated to believe, to 
commit, or to trust. All three 
ideas are present in the word 
“‘faith’’: believing what is writ- 
ten about Christ, trusting in 
Him and His work for salva- 
tion, and committing one’s 
self to Him. One is to believe 
in or on Christ (John 3:16; 
Acts 16:31) not merely about 
Him. John 3:14-18, 36 is one of 
the greatest passages in the 
New Testament regarding this 
‘experience (of also John 5:24). 
*‘Faith’’ is one of the key words 


-|in Hebrews. 


In Romans 1:17 Paul says 
that man’s justification is 
“from faith to faith” or a mat- 
ter of faith from beginning to 
end. In Romans 4 Paul con- 
trasts ‘‘faith’” and works, show- 
ing that by fath alone can one 
be justified (4:5; of. also 5:1; 
Eph. 2:8-10). 

Some See Contradiction 


tion between Paul and James 
2:20-26. But note verse 20 and 
Romans 4:3. There is no con- 
flict. Paul ‘sees faith as the 
cause;. James’ words regard 
the effect. Paul says that one 
is ‘saved by .grace through 
faith apart from works. James 
says that one shows his faith 
by his works. Neither teaches 
salvation itself by works. ‘‘The 
just ‘(justified ones) shall live 
by faith’? (Habb. 2:4). is the 
only verse from the Old Testa- 
ment quoted three times in the 
New Testament (Rom. 1:17; 
Gal. 3:11; Heb. 10:38). 
“Unbelief '"’ (Heb. 3:12) 
means ‘‘no faith.”’ In this pas- 
sage “‘unbelief’’ refers not to 
a loss of faith regarding one’s 
redemption. The Israelites did 
not ‘‘un-believe’’ as to their 
redemption frem Egyptian 
bondage. They had ‘“‘no faith” | 
to believe that God could lead 
them into the land of Canaan. 
By comparison this does not 
refer to ‘‘un-believing’’ to, a 
lost of one’s redemption. It 
means ‘‘no faith’? to believe 
that. God in Christ can lead 
the redeemed into Christian 
growth and service. 
“Unbelief’’ or ‘‘no faith’? in 
Jesus as Saviour is regarded 
as the worst of sins. (John 


Some would see a contradic- | 3:18). 
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The conscience is a tattle- 
tale. Yet the.conscience is not 
a tattle-tale in the usual sense 
of that expression. The term 
“‘tattle-tale usually designates 
an informer: in the jargon of 
the underworld, a ‘‘stool-pig- 
eon,’’ one who “‘rats’’ on some- 
body else. But not the con- 
science. Our conscience does 
not tell on us to somebody 
else. Rather does it tell on 
ourselves to ourselves. The 
conscience is the consequen- 
tial pain which we experience 
when we violate our recogniz- 
ed standards of ethics and 
morals. 


The Greek word for con- 
science is suneidesis. The verb 
form is sunoida, meaning ‘“‘to

And Ennius de- 
clared that ‘‘There is no wit- 
ness so dreadful, no accuser 
so terrible as the conscience 
that dwells in the heart of 
every man.” If this descrip- 
tion be an overstatement, then 
those who have taken con- 
science seriously, both ancient 
and modern, have been guilty 
of similar overstatement. Plut- 
arch depicted the conscience 
as “like an ulcer in the flesh. 
It implants in the soul a re- 
morse which never ceases to 
wound and goad it.’’ Mickle 
said: ‘“‘It is as a thorn to guard 
him from the bruises of ini- 
quity; if he disregard it sad 
indeed be the after pains and 
numberless the sore bruises. 
Let him commit a crime; the 
little tell-tale conscience wakes 
and all happiness is gone.”’ 

Indeed, the conscience is 
not infallible. But, defective 
though it may be, it is the 
only guide you have at the 
moment. For, presumably, the 
Holy Spirit as guide employs 
the conscience as his instru 
ment.’ 

Perhaps it sounds’ trite. But, 
if trite, it is none the less truce 
that you must let your con- 
science ‘be your guide or su!- 
fer the consequences.

Two weeks of simultaneous 
evangelistic campaigns in the 
Central Baptist Association of 
Chile closed on Easter, after 
850 decisions for Christ — 479 
of them professions of faith — 
had been recorded. The meet- 
ings, held in the association’s 
24 churches and five of its 38 
missions, drew an average 
nightly attendance of 1,800 and 
a total attendance of more 
than 12,000. 

Central Association, one of
